SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Citizens  of  Barnstead  : — In  compliance  with  -the  law  we 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1889  : 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  enrolled  was  196.  Of  this 
number  there  were  109  boys  and  87  girls. 

All  had  the  privilege  of  attending  school  twenty-one  weeks, 
except  those  at  Beauty  Hill.  The  teacher  of  this  school  accepted 
a  situation  as  teacher  in  Massachusetts,  and  therefore  was  obliged 
to  leave  at  the  eud  of  twenty  weeks  of  thorough  instruction. 

The  scholars  will  have  an  extra  week  next  term  to  make 
good  this  loss. 

AVe  began  the  year  with  nine  schools,  but  owiug  to  an  in- 
creased number  of  scholars,  thought  it  proper  to  have  a  school  iu 
the  Dennett  school-house.  The  house  was  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition  and  it  was  uufit  for  school  purposes,  but  we  -had  no 
alternative. 

If  a  school  is  to  be  maintained  here  the  house  must  be  re- 
paired or  a  new  one  built.  There  is  a  petition  in  the  warrant  for 
a  new  one.  We  hope  you  will  consider  the  matter,  and  do  what 
is  best  at  our  annual  school  meeting. 

We  also  had  a  school  of  twelve  weeks  in  the  Webster  school- 
house.     This  house  is  sadly  in  need  of  repairs.     % 

The  White  Oaks  house  was  moved,  as  you  all  know,  and  it 
now  accommodates  scholars  from  the  old  districts,  3,  4  and  11. 

The  schools  have  been  successful,  but  not  all  to  the  same  de- 
gree. We  do  not  hesitate  in  saying  that  they  have  been  fully  up 
to  the  average  of  other  years.  The  teachers  have  done  their  very 
best  for  the  advancement  of  those  under  their  care,  and  the  schol- 
ars generally  have  taken  a  lively  interest  in  their  studies,  and 
have  labored  steadily  to  gain  that  knowledge  which  will  be  so 
valuable  to  them  when  they  go  out  into  the  world  to  take  part  in 
its  affairs.  We  were  pleased  to  find  so  many  names  on  the  roll 
of  honor. 

To  have  their  names  there,  scholars  must  not  be  absent, 
tardy  or  dismissed  during  the  term.     Let  the  number  be  increased. 

Parents,  teach  your  children  to  be  punctual.  You  pay  your 
money  freely  and  would  do  anything  reasonable  for  their  moral 
and  mental  improvement,  but  you  defeat  your  own  plans  if  you 
allow  them  to   take   a  dav    whenever  thev   wish.      Unless  it  is 
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very  necessary  they  should  never  be  allowed  to  miss  a  day. 
Talk  with  them  about  their  lessons  and  learn  for  yourselves 
whether  they  are  improving  or  not.  You  can  hardly  estimate 
the  good  it  will  do  them  to  see  you  so  interested.  Get  acquaint- 
ed with  your  teachers,  and  invite  them  to  your  homes.  Visit 
them  in  the  schoolroom  and  encourage  them  there. 

Teachers  as  well  as  scholars  need  encouragemeut  for  their 
task  is  hard  and  is  too  often  a  thankless  one. 

An  occasional  visit  will  often  cure  any  disposition  to  mur- 
mur about  what  is  or  is  not  going  on  in  the  school. 

If  your  children  briug  complaints,  and  you  think  there  is 
just  cause,  go  to  the  teacher  and  when  you  have  heard  both  sides, 
you  will  probably  agree  with  her.  Those  scholars  who  try  to  do 
their  duty  will  never  have  trouble  with  a  teacher. 

You  are  about  to  raise  money  for  the  support  of  schools. 
We  hope  you  will  raise  not  less  than  you  did  last  year.  Money 
judiciously  expended  for  such  a  purpose  is  put  to  one  of  the  best 
uses.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  LOCATE. 
To  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  Rarnstead  : 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  duly  chosen  at  a  meeting  in 
said  district  duly  called  and  held  therefor  on  the  seventeenth  day 
of  March,  1888,  to  decide  upon  the  location  of  a  school-house  iu 
said  district  and  purchase  and  procure  land  for  the  same,  have  at- 
tended to  the  duty  assigned  them  and  have  located  the  same  upon 
a  lot  of  land,  being  part  of  the  farm  of  Isaac  Chesley  in  said  dis- 
trict, bounded  and  described  as  follows  : 

Reginning  at  a  stake  and  stones  on  said  farm  on  the  norther- 
ly side  of  the  highway  leading  from  Shackford's  corner  by  Jacob 
Aikin's  to  Gilmanton  at  the  intersection  of  highway  leading  to 
North  Rarnstead,  thence  by  the  last  mentioned  highway  to  the 
highway  leading  from  Peacham  by  J.  H.  Varney's  to  Gilmanton,

district,  paying  therefor  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO   REMOVE  AND    RE- 
PAIR SCHOOL-HOUSES. 
To  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  Barnstead  : 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  duly  chosen  at  a  meeting  of 
said  district  duly  called  and  held  therefor  on  the  17th  day  of 
March,  1888,  to  remove  the  White  Oak  school-house  and  make 
necessary  repairs  on  the  school-houses  in  said  district,  have  at- 
tended to  the  duties  assigned  them  and  report  as  follows  : 

At  the  outset  we  found  ourselves  confronted  with  grave 
questions  as  to  the  legality  of  the  vote  of  the  district  authorizing 
the  sale  of  two  school-houses  in  the  district  and  the  removal  of 
another  house  to  a  locality  designated  in  such  vote  ;  also  as  to  the 
right  of  making  repairs. 

Refore  taking  any  action  we  decided  to  submit  the  warrant 
for  the  meeting,  together  with  the  several  votes  taken  at  such 
meeting,  to  Messrs.  Chase  &  Streeter  of  Concord,  a  law  firm 
ranking    among    the   first  in    New   Hampshire    and    known    as 
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cautious  and  conservative   counsellors.     This  we  did,  and  at   the 
same  time  submitted  the  following  questions  : 

1st.  Is  the  vote  of  the  district,  at  such  meeting,  to  sell,  re- 
move or  repair  a  school-house  legal  ? 

2d.  Are  the  Committee  authorized  by  said  vote  to  sell  the 
houses  in  former  districts  Nos.  4  and  8? 

3d.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  locate  said  school- 
house  lot  and  buy  land?  If  so,  do  they  give  notice  before  acting, 
and  how? 

4th.  Does  the  fact  that  the  records  show  that  no  appropria- 
tion of  money  was  made  for  removing  said  house  relieve  the  com- 
mittee from  acting? 

5th.     Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  assess  the  tax? 

Having  received  their  written  opinion  answering  such  inter- 
rogatories. 1st ;  that  the  vote  to  sell,  remove  or  repair,  was 
legal.  2d  ;  that  the  vote  to  sell  houses  in  former  districts  Nos. 
4  and  8  Avas  legal.  3d  ;  it  was  the  duty  of  the  committee  to 
locate  said  lot,  and  buy  laud,  no  notice  being  required.  4th  ; 
that  the  fact  the  records  show  no  appropriation  for  removing  said 
house  does  not  relieve  the  Committee  from  acting.  5th  ;  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  assess  the  tax. 

Armed  with  this  opinion  the  Committee  decided  to  act  and 
carry  out  the  several  votes  of  the  district.  We  located  the  school- 
house  lot  for  the  White  Oak  house  as  our  report  herewith  printed 
will  show.  We  sought  advice  of  men  acquainted  with  the  busi- 
ness of  moving  buildings,  but  soon  found  that  there  was  a  feeling 
in  the  community,  fomented  by  parties  feeling  themselves  ag- 
grieved by  the  location,  that  legal  complications  were  quite  likely 
to  ensue,  and  no  person  would  contract  to  remove  the  house  to 
the  new  location.  Therefore  we  determined  to  take  personal 
charge  of  the  work  of  removal,  and  prepared  the  house  for  mov- 
ing. After  everything  was  in  readiness  we  waited  three  days  so 
the  parties  feeliug  aggrieved  might  have  ample  time  to  petitiou 
the  County  Commissioners,  their  only  remedy  ;  but  nothing  being 
done  excepting  a  wild  talk  about  procuring  an  injunction  to  re- 
strain us,  which  in  the  case  was  simply  impossible,  we  engaged 
the  necessary  men  and  oxen  to  remove  the  house,  fixing  the  time 
for  removal  on  the  following  Monday.  During  the  time  between 
Saturday  and  Monday,  the  parties  feeling  aggrieved,  by  persua- 
sion or  threats  of  prosecution,  influenced  some  of  the  men  we  had 
engaged,  including  the  master  teamster,  to  remain  away  and 
keep  their  teams  away  and  thus  prevent  the  removal  of  the  house. 
The  result  was.  the  team  that  came  was  insufficient  for  the  work 
and  the  house  was  moved  but  a  short  distance. 

We  secured  additional  help  for  the  next  day,  but  the  day 
opened  with  rain  and  some  of  the  persons  engaged,  on  account  of 
the  weather,  did  not  come,  making    the   team    again    insufficient, 
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but  some  progress  was  made.  On  the  third  day,  however,  the 
building  was  placed  on  the  new  location.  And  right  here  the 
committee  wish  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  tax-payers  of  the 
town  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  expense  of  removing  the  house, 
after  the  first  day,  was  attributable  to  the  persons  who  broke  up 
our  arrangements  the  first  day.  The  expense  of  the  two  days 
after  was  rising  two  hundred  dollars.  If  the  men  and  oxen  en- 
gaged for  the  first  day  that  did  not  come  had  put  in  an  appearance, 
the  first  day's  expense  would  have  been  twenty-five  dollars  larger, 
but  in  all  human  probability  the  house  would  have  been  placed 
on  the  new  location  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  at 
least  saved,  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  have  made  the  necessary 
repairs  on  the  North  school-house  and  completed  the  repairs  on 
the  Clarktown  house  as  your  committee  contemplated.  Your 
committee  do  not  feel  responsible  for  this  additional  expense  and 
we  believe  fair-minded  men  will  acquit  us  of  blame  for  its  in- 
currence. Aside  from  the  removal  aud  fitting  up  of  this  house,  a 
wood-house  and  privy  have  been  built  on  the  new  lot,  and  the 
Clarktown,  Bickford,  Shackford  and  Parade  houses  have  been 
shingled  and  repaired,  and  slight  repairs  made  on  other  houses. 
The  expenses  incurred  by  your  committee  have  all  been  paid  as 
appears  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  Board.
